ernment after the war — providing 
it's Democratic. That doesn't bar 
a monarchy. However, there's a 
trend towards the left in Italy and 
one of the strong elements is Com- 
munism — an interesting circum- 
stance, 
inasmuch 
as Mussolini 


established his dictatorship on the 
strength of his claim that the coun- 
try was in dire danger from Com- 
munism. 


The Communists have been ag- 


gressive in the campaign, but have 
adorted conciliatory tactics. Palm- 
ro Togliatti, 
Communist leader, 


las campaigned for a united war 
cabinet, but has coupled this with 
:he declaration that his party is 
willing to take subordinate posts in 
he government.. 


Italian Premier 
Badoglio's 
at- 


itude towards the Communists has 
seen friendly, especially since Mos- 
cow's recongition of his 
interim 


government. In this connection the 
London Daily Mail today says that 
Soviet 
recognition 
"undoubtedly 
strengthened Marshal Badoglio in 
,he difficult task of asking for the 
sing's retirement." 


Emanuele'sxpromise to retire has 


eased a tense Stitiiation, Since Ihere 
has been heavy pressure on him to 
abdicate, especially by the Italian 
Communists. It's expected that his 
action'will • permit of the formation 
of a new cabinet which will include 
Communist representation. 


Observers note that the 
king's 


statement came immediately after 
a meeting of the Allied Advisory 
Commission for Italy, but 
Allied 


representatives say the only part 
their governments had in the de- 
velopment was to assure Emanuele 
they had no objection to his making 
this move. However, the Allied rep- 
resentatives themselves expressed 
approval of the action. America's 
Robert Murphy declared it "augurs 
well for the future" and said he 
thought it would lead to a more 
Democratic 
and 
stable 
govern- 


ment. 


While Britain apparently favors 


Emanuele's retirement, it's hard to 
believe she would welcome 
the 


abolishment of the monarch. 
Her 


policy has been to support Euro- 
pean thrones as calculated to lend 
strength to the monarchial form of 
government to which she herself 
subscribes. However, she is of 
course wedded to democracy. 


As things stand, the present Ital- 


ian government will continue until 
the war is over. Then there will be 
a plebiscite to determine the form 
of govenment desired. If the na- 
tion rturns to normal quickly after 
peace comes, it may be one of the 
first to register self-determination. 


Thus Italy may give-us an early 


gauge of the political trend on the 
continent of Europe. It's certain 
that the Italian Communists 
will 


try to carry the day, just as it's 
| certain that Communism will play 


big part in numerous other coun 


tries, notably in the Balkans jus 
across the Adriatic from Italy.

Dewey Causing 
Republicans

Republican presidential candidates 
tightened their lines today against 
a possible draft away from their 
favorites. 


The demonstrated ability of New 


York's Gov. Thomas E. Dewey to 
attract convention delegates while 
maintaining his public position that 
he is not a candidate caused some 
worry among the leaders of cam- 
paigns being conducted for Gov. 
John W. Bricker of Ohio, 
Lieut. 


Comdr. Harold E. Stassen and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 


Despite 
the 
strong 
showings 


made by MacArthur In the Illinois 
preferential primary and 
Stassen 


in Nebraska, there are signs of a 
division of opinion 
among 
their 


backers to the advisability of con- 
tinuing the race.

voters, 
Respite 


the Southwest Pacific commander's 
silence on political matters,

votes, .with

heavily when the uninstructed dele- 
gations from such states as Kan- 
sas, with 19, Iowa with 23, Florida 
with 15 and others cast their ballots. 
He picked up two in a Virginia dis- 
trict meeting yesterday. 


Connecticut Republicans, meet-

tions referred to ore primarily the 
leading United Nations — Russia, 
the United States, 
Britain 
and 


China. Some other powers such as 
France probabbly would be includ- 
ed, according to postwar strength 
and resources.

Congressional 


Medal of Honor for action in Italy, 
the War Department announced to- 
day. 


Brill, 24 years old, was born al

The medal of honor was awarded 


him for conspicuous gallanlry dur- 
ing aclion in which he led a hand- 
ful of soldiers in repulsing a Ger- 
man counterattack thai Ihrcatened 
to isolale an American battalion of 
the 3rd division near Rolundo. 


His commanding officer, Lt. Col. 


Edgar C. Dolernan, said

lieved that but for Brill's

slanding personal efforts and his 
shining example of heroism which 
held his small group of men to Uicii 
posts in the face of great odds'and 
overwhelming superiority of mini 
ben;, this battalion would have 
been isolated,

Emanuele'sxpromise to retire has 


eased a tense Stitiiation, Since Ihere 
has been heavy pressure on him to 
abdicate, especially by the Italian 
Communists. It's expected that his 
action'will • permit of the formation 
of a new cabinet which will include 
Communist representation. 


Observers note that the 
king's 


statement came immediately after 
a meeting of the Allied Advisory 
Commission for Italy, but 
Allied 


representatives say the only part 
their governments had in the de- 
velopment was to assure Emanuele 
they had no objection to his making 
this move. However, the Allied rep- 
resentatives themselves expressed 
approval of the action. America's 
Robert Murphy declared it "augurs 
well for the future" and said he 
thought it would lead to a more 
Democratic 
and 
stable 
govern- 


ment. 


While Britain apparently favors 


Emanuele's retirement, it's hard to 
believe she would welcome 
the 


abolishment of the monarch. 
Her 


policy has been to support Euro- 
pean thrones as calculated to lend 
strength to the monarchial form of 
government to which she herself 
subscribes. However, she is of 
course wedded to democracy. 


As things stand, the present Ital- 


ian government will continue until 
the war is over. Then there will be 
a plebiscite to determine the form 
of govenment desired. If the na- 
tion rturns to normal quickly after 
peace comes, it may be one of the 
first to register self-determination. 


Thus Italy may give-us an early 


gauge of the political trend on the 
continent of Europe. It's certain 
that the Italian Communists 
will 


try to carry the day, just as it's 
| certain that Communism will play 


big part in numerous other coun 


tries, notably in the Balkans jus 
across the Adriatic from Italy.

lain Maurice L. Britt, infantry of- 
ficer and former football star, has 
been awarded the 
Congressional 


Medal of Honor for action in Italy, 
the War Department announced to- 
day. 


Brill, 24 years old, was born al 


Carlisle, Ark. His wife now lives al 
(2100) North B SU Korl • Smith, 
Ark. 
He started his football career 


at the University of Arkansas 
in 


1938 
and joined the Detroit Uons 


pro team in 1D41. Brill now is in 
Lawson General Hospital, Atlanta, 
recuperating after loss of his right, 
arm, 
incurred in a battle after the 


one for which he was decoraled. 


The medal of honor was awarded 


him for conspicuous gallanlry dur- 
ing aclion in which he led a hand- 
ful of soldiers in repulsing a Ger- 
man counterattack thai Ihrcatened 
to isolale an American battalion of 
the 3rd division near Rolundo. 


His commanding officer, Lt. Col. 


Edgar C. Dolernan, said 
he

lieved that but for Brill's 
"oul- 


slanding personal efforts and his 
shining example of heroism which 
held his small group of men to Uicii 
posts in the face of great odds'and 
overwhelming superiority of mini 
ben;, this battalion would have 
been isolated,

the'balltilion in taking and holding 
its objective might have been In 
vain."
